Transport Is Here, 


President Informed 
Washington, D. C., May 29.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Reporting on the status of avia- 
tion development in the United States, 


today informed President Coolidge that 
with €he greater extension of the air 
mail system and the rapid increase in 
public interest and confidence, the éra 
of successful commercial aviation 


seems assured, This, the report stated, 
would greatly strengthen the. national 
defense, by building up our air: power. 

Outstanding developments mentioned 
were the successful encouragement of 
the air mail service by the government, 
the encouraging technical progress ‘in 
aeronautics since the war, the record 
breaking performance of American fly- 
ers and the great increase in the num- 
ber of civilian operators of airplanes. 

oe 

Touching on technical progress, the 
experts deciared the United States now 
has the best aviation. engiies from 
sixty to 800 horsepower in the world, 
‘and that the performance of our air- 
craft built for military purposes is not 
excelled anywhere. In records held, it 
was pointed out, the United States in 
1924 held 70 per cent Of the air rec- 
ords. In 1920 we held only 9 per cent 
while France held 73 per cent. 

“The problem now,” the report 
stated, “is to strengthen the aircraft 
industry by encouraging and building 
up commercial aviation, and thus aid- 
por our national defenses... The admit
